Shnte is not a con+ 
stitutional right or privilege a citizen can 
claim: The government could refuse to in- 
corporate banks, and none of us could say we 
were deprived of) any constitutional right 
thereby.

But the city was not without an able cham-' 
piom to defend it, for up rose Chief Justice 
Harry Olson of the Municipal court and de- 
clared wpon bie honor and his experience, 
and with statistics to back him, that the city 
is better in matters of civic righteousness 
than the country, and in addition advised the 
church to confine its political activities to 


| keeping individuals good and training up 


children to be worthy citizens. * 

Prof. Taylor criticised Mayor Busse and 
Chief Shippy severely for ailowing vice to go 
unchecked, commented on the appalling sta- 
tistics of crime in the city, and offered as,the 
only remedy the active participation of the 
church in public affairs. 


Country Justice Surpassed. 

“Dr. Taylor takes an unwarrantably pessi- 
mistic view of our municipal affairs,’’ said the 
chief justice. ‘‘ He expresses himself ae en- 
tirely dissatisfied with conditions in Chicago. 
Conditions in Chicago are not bad. 

‘“T admit that the statistics of crime are 
startling. The regularity with which 160 
murders, never more Sr lees than five varia- 
tion from this number, are bethig committed 
every year, is térrible. 

“ But, notwithstanding this, we are doing 
more to prevent crime here in Chicago than 
in any other part of the state. There is not 
a single county In the state, I make no ex- 
ception, in which the criminal law is as re- 
lentlessly, as justly, as fearlessly enforced ag 
it is in the city of Chicago, and this is not 
only true now, but it has been true for the 
last ten years, 

“Did you éever hear of a ‘ malefactor of 
great wealth ’ being convicted of crimein the 
country? .I didn’t. The sheriff picks whom- 
ever he chooses for the jury down state. In 
our jury system no amount of money can 
help a man to get a favorable jury. Hemust 
take what chance sends; men who do not 
know him; men who are not picked because 


: they are favorable to him. The law in Chi- 


cago punishes the rich and influential just 
as it does the poor and humble. Does it in 


the country? 


Chicago Leads All Cities, 

“Our Munictpal courts have done much 
to place Chicago, not only ahead of the 
country and small towns, but ahead of the 
other great cities of the country in the en- 
forcement of the criminal law. They have 
expedited justice. The courts of New York, 
of Boston, of Cleveland, of St. Louis are 
all far behind in thelr work. But in Chi- 
cago from December to July last 34,896 crimi- 
nal and quagi-eriminal cases were brought 
into court. On the last day of that period 
84,860 had been finally disposed of, leaving 
85 over, about one hour’s work for the court.

ment by Grover Cleveland in which he dis- 
cussed the issues of the present presidential 
campaign. The article was brought to the 
Times by Broughton Brandenjurég, a news- 
paper and magazine writer. 

It was typewritten and bore what |pur- 
ported to be the signature of Grover Cleve- 
land. Before considering ite publication the 
Times demanded pro~fs of its authenticity. 
Mr. Brandenburg produced an agreement he 
hed made with F. 8S. Hastings, executor 
of Mr. Cleveland's eagtate, to pay the estate 
a certain amount of the proceeds of the sale 
of the article, 

Mr. Brandenburg explained to the Times 
in great detail that he had arranged with 
Mr. Cleveland about March 1 te write a 
series of three articles on the coming presi- 
dential campaign; that the first article writ- 
ten by Mr. Cleveland was given to him to 
copy on @ typewriter. After Mr. Cleveland 
had corrected this production it) im Was 
typewritten and signed @° him in his office 
in the Metropolitan Life Ineurance Com- 
pany building some time hetween March 12 | 
and 15.

Mrs. Cleveland Doubts Genuinenesgs. 
‘The publication of the article then wasan- 
nounced. Several days later the Times re- 
ceived a telegram from Mrs.,Cleveland trom 
New Hampshire in which she expressed doubt 
as to the genuineness of the article. The 
Times at once sent a telegram to Mr. Hast- 
ings and he replied by letter. He said: 

“I have talked with Mra. Cleveland since 
she telegraphed you yesterday. Her tele- 
gram was sent to you under misapprehen- 
sion. She authorizes me to say the agree- 
ment with Mr. Brandenburg was valid, I 
have no reason to believe the article fur- 
nished you by Mr. Brandenburg is not genu- 
ine.”’ 

Being thus reassured, the Times printed the 
article. Its authenticity was questioned by 
leading democrats. The Times again re-

‘SHOWS ANTIQUITY OF GRAFT. 


Assyriologist Proves That Bribery and 
Extortion Were Punished in Baby- 
lonia 2,000 Years Before Christ. 


“ Grafters”’ and “loan sharks” existed 
2,000 years before the Christian era began, 
according to recent discoveries. 

Dr. Albert T. Clay of the University of 
Pennsylvania, one of the leading Assyriolo- 
gists of thie country, told about it last night 
in his lecture at the opening of the evening 
classes of the Moody bible institute, He 
read a translation of a lettsr written by 
King Hammurabi to his governor stating 
that bribery had been charged against an in- 
dividual whom he sends to him, and asked 
that the case be investigated. 

Hammurabi, who is the biblical Amraphel, 
was a supreme justice. Money lenders he 
punished for extortion or for failing to cancel 
mortgages aft after they had peen satisfied.

declared war on the National the St. Louls club 


was badly hurt. Two years ago Mr. Robison re- 
signed the presidency of the club, and since then

The consul genera! of the United States 
at Boma In the Congo Free State tells 
American manufacturers how they mhst 
go about it to get a share of the trade 
of that region. It is not of great mo- 
ment now,*the imports amounting to only 
$4,000,000 a year, but the volume will 
swell as the 20,000,000 blacks of the 
Congo acquire new wants and the means 

of gratifying them. 
The manufacturers are advised that the 
only practical course for them to pursue 
is to organize an American trading edm- 
pany with a central! distributing ware- 
house at Leopoldville and stores “ih favor- 
able localities. It should have its own 
steamboat line on the upper river. (It 


should have employés who are familjar_ 


with the country and the ways of the 
natives and can speak their tongues. 
First of all, however, a practical busi- 
ness man should spend about a year! in 
making a thorough study of the lay jof 
the land ahd working out a sound bine 
of . operations. big 
Here is an opportunity for American 
to display their enter- 
prise. A new market invites them which 
they cannot break into with catalogues. 
They might send one to every native jof 
the Congo without selling a | dpilar’s 
worth of merchandise. They cannot bx- 
pect the German, French, or Belgian 
trading companies to push -Ambriqan 
goods. They prefer to handle thdse jof 
domestic manufacture. Nothing (cho be 
done by sending a salesman with sam- 
ples. The trading methods of other coun- 
tries will have to be eopied to accomplish 
anything of value. pee 
It is plain that the average mahufac- 
turer cannot by his individual exertions 
make a ledgment in a market such jas 
that of the Congo, But there and else- 
where coiperative effort may be ftuitful 
of results. It would be a new departure 
for American manufacturers, bit) tliey 
ought not to shrink from it. One) after 
another of thenr is learning that the. home 
market is too restricted, and that the 
highest measure of industrial succegs can 
be obtained only by an invasion of fbreiin 
markets. It is to be hoped that the trad- 
ing company suggested by the consul gen-
